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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12 March 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The applicants argue that the prior art relied upon in the Final 
Rejection does not teach the limitation of vacuum purging in addition to inert gas 
purging. This limitation as it is written in the response is not present in claim 1. 
Regardless, Paranjpe et al., as it is stated in the previous Office Action, teaches purging 
the chamber with a flow of inert gas out of a showerhead zone during vacuum purging 
which is occurring due to the presence of turbo molecular pump 220 in Figure 2. Lim et 
al. teaches that vacuum purging is suitable to use in between pulses in an ALD process 
(column 2 lines 21-35). Though Lim et al. teaches inert gas or vacuum purging is 
suitable, Paranjpe et al. teaches that one would want to use inert gas, and Lim et al. in 
combination teaches vacuum purging. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to use both, as both references teach that one would want to remove unreacted 
gases from the chamber in between pulses. Therefore, the rejections of the previous 
office action are maintained.
